The new 
limittion requires further consideration and search.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument is directed at the amended claims 
which are not entered. Applicant's argument with respect to the two or more flavor is not considered because the amendment is not 
entered. Additionally, applicant argues Ytaka Is silent about the flavor material being the ones claimed. One of the flavor material 
claimed is powder of at least one of vegetables. Powder of purple taro is a vegetable powder. Yutaka discloses steamed meat 
dumpling; this Is equivalent to the steamed bun, meat stuffed bun claimed. Yutaka does disclose filling the dumpling because it is a 
meat dumpling and the filling ingredient is wrapped in the pastry. The product of Yutaka contains the purple powder and the filling 
ingredients which contains sweet potato and meat; thus, it is a multi-flavor and nutritous product. Applicant makes the same argument 
with respect to the 103 rejection which is not found persuasive as set forth above. The Yutaka product is a meat dumpling; thus, it does 
not contain only sweet potato. The reference teaches " sweet potato are mixed with ingredients for Chinese meat dumpling"; If It is a 
meat dumpling, it has to have meat. The use of meat granules is a matter of preference depending on the size of the meat pieces 
wanted.. 
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
